A troth of the alle-
gation of Dixon thut the defendants eon-

The Beliefield Presbyterian Edifice, as It Will be Rebuilt, at
a Cost of About $45,000.
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Work'will be begun in a Tew weeks dis-
mantling part of the Bellefield Presbyterian
Church on Filth avenue, to give place to
the new structure to be erected upon the
The plans for the latter were complet-
ed this week, and the new edifice will be
grected as soon as possible,

The new ehoreh will be 80x80 feet, and
will comfortablyseat 850 people, Ttwill cost
in the neizhborhood of §45,000, and will be
one of the finest churches in the city. As
will be seen by the plans, the church will
have a handsome tower, and this will be
100 feet high nt the southwest angle at the
intersection of Bellefield and Fifth avenues.

The church will be furnished in the best
poesible manner. This will eost abont
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gide of the church, toward Oakland, s
memorial window commemorating the
founders of Oakland, the old *“Third Church
Colony,” and also certain of the founders
aund early members of the church whose
memoirs are beld in high esteem. It has
beea suszested thuts window be placed in
the church in honor of Dr. James King.

A portion of the old church wili be left
standing, and will be used temporarily as &
Sunday schonl,

The Building Committee of the church
consists o1 Messrs. James Milholland, Henry
Lloyd, Jr., Charles Zug, William Gardoer
and Charles R. Dallas, with Thomas
Wightman and the pastor, Rev. Dr. W. J.
